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1) Applicant's arguments filed June 27, 2005 have be©) fully considered. It is noted in passing 
that in the discussion of paragraph B. of page 5, the first structure related to ^serine" is actually a 
cysteinebased structure while the second structure is related to "serine" rather than cysteine. 

2) Although specific daims may be discussed in the rejections below, these rejections are also 
applicable to aB other claims in which the noted problems/language occur. 

3) Claims 1, 5, 9, 26 and 78 are again rejected under 35 U.S.C 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement for the reason stated in paragraph 5) of the January 
26, 2005 Office action. 

Although applicants' description under B. (page 5 of the June 27, 2005 response) does not 
specifically address the ^residue of glycine" issue of paragraph 5) of the Office action, applicants have 
clarified that the L 3 moiety of the structure of daim 1 is intended to be the side chain of an amino add 
selected from the group consisting of lysine, cysteine, serine, aspartic acid, glutamic acid, and threonine. 
The coffi of each of these amino acids is the moiety n -NH-CH-CO- tt which corresponds to the same moiety 
appearing in the structure of daim 1. See the structures of pages 5 and 6 of the June 27, 2005 
response. 

However, the language of claim 1 which defines the moiety tt -L 3 -Z" is inconsistent with the 
language of original daim 11 and the specification. Claim 1 states that the "reactive group" of H -L 3 -Z" is 
selected from the group consisting of lysine, cysteine, serine, aspartic acid, glutamic acid, and threonine. 
This is inconsistent with original claim 11 wherein the "amino acid" is selected from the group consisting 
of lysine, cysteine, serine, aspartic acid, glutamic acid, and threonine (see also the spedfication at page 
23, lines 19-21). The language of claim 1 is also inconsistent with the discussion of paragraph B. of page 
5 of the June 27, 2005 response. 

It would appear that this rejection could be overcome by changing the language for the definition 
of the W -L 3 -Z" term of claim 1 to indicate that the *L 3 " moiety is a side chain of an optionally protected

amino acid wherein the amino add is selected from the group consisting of lysine, cysteine, serine, 
aspartic acid, glutamic acid, and threonine and defining W Z" as a pendant reactive group consistent with 
original claims 11 and 12.
